reth in an Act of Parliament, made Ano 27. Elizab. c. 29. 
So that euen in ſuch Ciuill reſpects, and Politique conſide- 
rations, (to ſpeake thereof in generall) we are not greatly fo 
dꝛead any ſuch rufull oz tragicall terroꝛs, as are here moze 
hozribly thꝛeatned, than conſtderatelydenounced, oz ſkilful- 
ly awarded: vnleſſe peraduenture we will needs be More 
afraid than hurt. 

Notwithſtanding , J — that actuall, and 
reall kind of confutation, as mierelꝑ ap vnto thoſe 
of higher calling; and altogither my leife within 
my lkintedcompaſſe, Jam — 9 — 2 
arguments, and concluſtons, as either Naturall, Mathema- 
ticall, Theologicall, oz other Doctrinall pzinciples, and ob- 
ſeruations may readily affw2d. Which both ſeuerally , and 
toinfly make ſoerceding much againſt this terrible pzophe- 
ſieng libell, that as by repozt it was firſt odly found in an old 
ſfonie wall, after the diſguiſed maner and faſhion of thoſe 
ſuboꝛned counter ſets, mentioned in the foꝛmer Section, and 
there foꝛſoth regiſtred in glaſſe ; (a fit metall foz the pꝛeſer⸗ 
ning ol ſuch bꝛittle, and fickle ſtuffe :) ſo it cannot iuſtly but 
ſeme a woꝛthy monument, to be acco2dingly infertained 
and eſteemed, even no other wiſe, than the fozeſaid ſuboꝛned 
counterfets : which no doubt were either maliciouſly, and 
ſpitefully contrined; oꝛ couenouſly,eimpoſturally conueied; 
oꝛ at leaſt conteitedly, and phantaſtitally deuiſed, either fo: 
pleaſure, oꝛ diſpleaſure, oz ſome by · aduantage, oꝛ other, M. 
mirum,Piltoribus atque Pottzs (as Horace ſaith) Quidlibet au- 
dendi ſemper fuit 2qua poreſ tas. And thus much bꝛerlly touch
